The commercial skies are daily brighten- 
ing in Augusta, and the only thing which is 
needed to give entire relief is for the planters 
to come forward with their cotton. They 
have nothing to lose and everything to gain 
dy displaying promptness in this matter. 
The banks of the city are as solvent to-day as 
they have ever been, and nearly all of them 
are transacting business as usual. 
The panic is over. The channels of 
trade are open and ready for use. 
It remains now for the planters to determine 
Whether commerce shall go on as usual or 
whether a second and more disastrous re- 
action shall ensue. Unless the crops are 
promptly brought to market business must 
remain in an unsettled and dangerous con- 
dition, and the cotton market itself will be 
most “injiiriously “affected. If the staple 
comes in freely the merchants and factors 
will be able to make arrangements for meet- 
ing their maturing paper, not by forc- 
ing sales on a dull or declining market, 
but simply by keeping it in their warehouses 
as collateral security for indebtedness. Plan- 
ters need have no idea that their interests 
will be sacrificed. Honor and policy alike 
demand that they should receive fair dealing 
from their factors in this matter and they 
have little cause to fear the result. The Au- 
gusta factors will not dispose of their custo- 
mers’ cotton against their wishes. They 
do ask, however, that the planters 
shall strengthen their hands by bring- 
ng us their crop as rapidly as it 
can be ginned and packed.
